and in Huerfano County, nobody ever 
wrote a more scathing denouncement of 
that outrage than this editor did. lt was 
in reply to Elbert Hubbard, and we knew 
how to handie it, as we had personally 
been over all that ground many times 
while a resident of Colorado, and were 
familiar with all the circumstances. 

But the gunmen of the Colorado Fuel 
avd Iron Company did no worse in 
their murder of the miners than the Bol- 
sheviks of Europe are doing in their mur- 
der of everybody they meet who might 
have on a clean shirt, possess a dollar or 
be willing to do an honest day’s work. 
One outfit is as bad as the other and both 
are rotten to the core. And both are ac- 
tuated by the same spirit—that of human 
avarice and greed. 

The theory of Socialism is very beauti- 
ful and along Christ’s teaching, but it is 
utterly impractical when put into practice 


lieve, such as Buddhists, Mormons, Mae— because it is directly contrary to human 


wumps and Reactionary Republicans. It 
looks to us as though labor for sweeping 
the cobwebs from the sky is going to be 
80 scarce in heaven that over time at time 
and a half will prevail, while hell will be 
so crowded that stokers and coal haulers 
need not work more than about one day 
out of each century. 


What in the world is anybody to say in 
reply to such a correspondent? They are 
doubtless honest and sincere in their con- 
victions that Socialism, Bolshevism and 
all that visionary stuff is right, and are 
unable to realize that it is utterly imprac- 
tical and would turn the world’s wheels 
of progress back a million years. You 
see; we give them credit for being honest 
in their belief, which they will not do for 
us-—-we ‘are a **pHid hireling.’’ 

Seratch. a Sooialist and, as a general 
rule, you find a Bolshevist. The only dif- 
ference is in the language, one being Eng- 
lish and the other Russian. And we have 
hdd a world demonstration of how Bol- 
shevism works out in practice, no matter 
how beautiful it may appear in theory. 

Socialism would turn out the same way, 
exactly. There are'many splendid people 
in the ranks of those impracticable be- 
liefs, and these we charge with nothing 
worse than lack of edueation and practical 
common sense. There are, also, séveral 
millions of low-down riff-raff gathered to- 
gether under the Socialistic:-Bolshevistic 
tent who would disgrace a worse hell than 
Dante ever pictured. A miserable, lazy, 
lousy, cracked-brained mob of half-idiots, 
dishonest, dishonorable, with the instinets 
of the jackal and the lust of a stud-horee. 
These would sooner eut a throat than dy 
a day’s work. Plunder, loot, idleness, 
squalor and drunkenness is their idea of 
eternal happiness. They cannot rend or 
write, cannot even talk, other than in 
some foreign gibberish. They never had 
a shave or haireut in_ their lives and 
would drop dead with heart failure if 
given a bath. But they are all gocd So- 
cialists. 

We would not be caught dead in snch 
a mob of crazed humanity. We much 
prefer to be a ‘‘paid hireling’? and go 
when we die where all other bad paid 
hirelings go. If Socialism and Bolshevism 
is heaven, then book us for hell, via fast 
acroplane route. The climate might be 
worse but the society much preferable. 

The other day Eugene Debs, when be- 
ing escorted to the penitentiary for at- 
tempting to obstruct his country’s prog- 
ress in the war against the Huns of the 
world, said Lenine and Trotzky were the 
greatest statesmen of the age. Debs is 
the head man of the Socialists in America 
and probably voices their general senti- 
ment. . And there you have it. There 
are no worse traitors in the world today 
than Lenine and Trotzkky. They deserve 
all the punishment that the ex-kaiser de- 
serves, for each has spilled about as much 
innocent blood as the other. Yet Debs, 
head of the Socialists, upholds and lauds 
them as being second Abraham Lincolns. 

We do not see anything to do with 
such people except to lock them up as fast 
as they become violent. It is a species 
of insanity, and must be treated as such. 
One nierely wastes breath in arguing with 
them, just the same as one would among 
the inmates of Napa, Agnew or any other 
nut-house, 

When the Rockefeller gunmen. shot,

and all the Socialists and Bolshevists this 
side of the Brimstone Settlement can’t 
change it. 

And as far as this editor being a paid 
hireling is concerned, that is too silly to 
merit reply. Anybody who knows this 
writer knows that he could not be hired 
to deviate one inch away from a sentiment 
or policy he believed was right.
